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MESSA da REQUIEM - VERDI 

If the average music-lover were asked to name his favourite Verdi composition 
it is more than likely that he would say, the Requiem Mass. For a composer who 
devoted practically the whole of his life and energy to the writing of successful 
operas this is a startling fact, unless we realize that the Requiem also belongs 
artistically to the theatrical tradition. For a man of Verdi’s temperament and 
genius no other approach to the liturgical text would have been valid, and it is well 
to remember this when approaching such a heart-felt expression of his art. Every 
bar seems to glow with an inner fire, born of a sincere religious conviction as well 
as a depth of emotion. From the apocalyptic terrors of “Dies Irae” to the resigned 
prayer of the closing pages of “Libera Me”, it is impossible to escape the compelling 
power behind this superb score. 

Written in memory of the great Italian writer and patriot, Alessandro Manzoni, 
it was completed the year after his death. The first performance took place on 
May 22nd, 1874 in St. Mark’s Church, Milan under the composer’s direction — one 
of the most memorable occasions in the annals of music. M. C.

DR. MELVILLE COOK 

Dr. Melville Cook was born at Gloucester, England, in 1912 
and as a Choirboy at Gloucester Cathedral in his early years, 
came under the influence of Sir Herbert Brewer. He was tutored 
by Dr. Herbert Sumsion (who was appointed Organist in 1928) 
and remained as his assistant, during which time he gained valu¬ 
able experience as accompanist and deputy-conductor to the Three 
Choirs Festival. 

Melville Cook gained both diplomas of the Royal College of 
Organists in 1931, winning the Harding Prize for F.R.C.O. He 
completed the B.Mus. degree at Durham in 1934 and took his 
Doctorate there in 1940 afer a period of study with Sir Edward 
Bairstow. 

In 1937, Dr. Cook left Cheltenham, where he had been Organist 
and Choirmaster of All Saints’ Church and took up a similar appointment at Leeds 
Parish Church, being the youngest organist to have held this post at England’s most 
famous musical church. 

War service was responsible for a break of over five years in Dr. Cook’s 
career. In 1941 he was called up into the Royal Artillery and after spending some 
years in Shetland and Orkney (where, incidentally, he met his wife) he was posted 
abroad, first to East Africa, then Ceylon and finally India. 

After the war, he founded and directed the Leeds Guild of Singers and was ap¬ 
pointed Conductor of the Halifax Choral Society. He also served as Organist for 
the Leeds Festivals, playing for such famous conductors as Beecham, Krips, Sargent 
and Barbirolli. 

In 1956, Dr. Cook was appointed Organist and Master of the Choristers at 
Hereford Cathedral, thus resuming his connection with the Three Choirs Festival, 
after a break of nineteen years. He was responsible for the direction of the Hereford 
Festival in 1958, 1961 and 1964, and in this capacity directed a number of first 
performances, including Bernard Naylor’s Stabat Mater. 

He has played at the Royal Festival Hall and has recorded for E.M.I.
